“Extraordinary,” Says Garner. 

It was learned that Garner was 
the most outspoken of the Presi- 
dent's guests last night. When Mir. 
Hoover finished reading the outline 
of his program, with a request for 
approval, Garner said: > 

“Mr. President, this is the most 
extraordinary proposal I ever heard 
of. You are practically asking us 
to help write your next message? to 
the next Congress, and to uniler- 
write it before it is sent.” 

The President replied: “Mr. 
Garner, this is an extraordinary sit- 
uation.” 

The President's announcement of 
a plan to liquefy the bank situation 
by the organization of a $500,000,- 
000 bankers’ corporation which will 
take over assets now frozen in the 
banks, made an immediately favor- 
able impression on those present. 
However, it was pointed out that 
the plan does not require the ap- 
proval of Congress. Indeed, the 
President disclosed that a substai- 
tial start toward formation of the 
corporation already has been made 
in New York. 

Members of Congress also were 
willing to approve, at least “in prin- 
ciple,”’ the President’s recommenda- 
tion to modify the Federal reserve 
act, to give greater liquidity to the 
assets of Federal Reserve banks: 
his suggestion of a possible revival 
of the War Finance Corporation, 
and his recommendation of addi- 
tional Government subscriptions to 
the Federal Land Banks—althongh 
several made i plain that they 
would like more details before com- 
mitting themselves any further. 

Dissent on Debt Suspension. 

But when the President went on 
to say that he purposed, during the 
forthcoming visit of Premier Laval 
of France, to discuss such “further 
arrangements as are imperative’’ 

with regard to debt suspension, he 
stirred up objection among Demo- 
crats and Republicans alike. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
made it plain that he would agree 
to no further moratorium until the 
nations of Europe make substantial 
reductions in their expenditures for 
armament. . 

Senator Watson, Republican 
leader in the Senate; Garner, and 
several others declared themselves 
opposed to any move which would 
lead to debt cancellation. 

It was suggested that if the 
President wished to ascertain the 
feeling of Congress on this subject, 
the way to do it was by calling a 
special session. Some of those pres- 
ent, it is said, resented the fact 
that the question had been pre- 
sented to them under such circum- 
stances, fearing that their attitude 
might be misunderstood by their 
eonstituents. 

The consensus of informed opin- 
ion here today was that the most 
significant feature of the Presi- 
dent's program was that involving 
the creation of a huge bankers’ 
corporation to rediscount assets 
now in frozen banks. They bank 
situation, especially in New York, 
has been an increasing cause of 
anxiety in recent weeks, and sev- 
eral conferences have been held at 
the White House to discuss it.

The Democratic leaders, Sena- 
to Robinson of Arkansas and Rep- 
resentative Garner of Texas, were 
on their feet several times. They 
informed the President that, 
while they considered politics a 
function of Government, they had 
no intention of playing politics witn 
financial distress. Again, as the 
session came to a close, several of 
the Democratic spokesmen empha- 
sized to Mr. Meover that they were 
agreeing to the program only in 
“principle.” 

Mr. Hoover’s disclosure that he 
intended to discuss the moratori- 
um stirred up the most spirited ex- 
change. Borah was promptly on 
his feet asking if Mr. Hoover's 
statement meant to imply that 
those present approved any exten- 
sion of the moratorium. Repre- 
sentative Garner vigérously spoke 
against any extension. He remind- 
ed the President that he had not 
approved even the one-year debt 
holiday now in effect. 

The President was reported as 
hopeful of support of the group in 
his proposal to discuss, at least, 
the moratorium with Premier La- 
val of France. The congressional 
conferees, then asked him to an- 
nounce such plans on his own re- 
sponsibility. 

Senator Glass gave warning 
against public expectation of too 
great a broadening of the authority 
for discounting paper. Senator 
Walsh (Dem.), Montana, inquired 
of Glass what paper he would re- 
gard as objectionable for discount 
by the Federal Reserve System 
and the Virginian gave examples. 
He left the impression that he 
would favor only a conservative 
liberalization of present law. 

It was Representative Luce, 
Massachusetts, a Republican mem- 
ber of the House Bankifig Commit- 
tee, who insisted that the proposal 
for recreation of the War Finance 
Corporation be approved only “if 
necessary.” He was joined by sev- 
eral Democrats in this contention, 
which was accepted.

After the special grand jury in- 
vestigation had got undér way, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today, emis- 
saries of the dog track made ef- 
forts to stop the investigation by 
‘offering to make any concession.

appointment cannot be made for a 
period to exceed a year, a special 
election was held.

| AGAINST CAPONE 


Made More Than Million in 
Six Years From ‘Gamb- 
ling and Other Enter- 


prises,’ Prosecutor Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. %.—The Gov- 


ernment began its income tax fraud 
case against Al Capone in deliber- 
ate manner today, charging that 
although the gang leader made a 
million dollars and more in six 
years from gambling ‘“‘and other 
business enterprises,” he deliber- 


ately tried to evade payment of 
taxes. 

Chester Bragg, an insurance 
agent of Berwyn, a Chicago suburb, 
testified that he, as a member of 
the West Suburban Ministers and 
Citizens’ Association, too’: part in 
a raid on an alleged gambling es- 
tablishment in Cicero during May, 
1925. 

“I was assigned to guard the 
front door while the other mem- 
bers of the raiding party went to 
the second floor «* the building,” 
| Bragg testified. “A man (he iden- 
‘tified him as Capone) began push- 
ing on the door to get in. 

“T Own This Place.” 

‘T asked him, ‘What do you 
think this is, a party?’ He said, 
‘I own this place.” So I let him 
in.”’ 

Bragg said that Capone followed 
the raiding party to the second 
floor. A few minutes later, Bragg 
said, he heard Capone ask the Rev. 
Mr. Hoover, a Berwyn minister, 
and leader of the raid, “Why are 
you always picking on me?” . 

“You pulled the last raid on me, 
that you’re going to pull,”’ the wit- 
ness. quoted Capone as telling the 
minister. 

Bragg said the second floor of 
the building was equipped with 
what he thought to be roulette 
wheels, chuck-a-luck games and 
racing forms. Under cross-exam- 
ination. however, he declined to say 
he was positive that the equip- 
ment constituted gambling devices. 

“A Rotten Follow Up.” 

Capone was not arrested during 
the raid, Bragg said, ‘‘because, I 
believe, the raiding party had no 
warrant for his arrest.” 

When asked why Capone was not 
subsequently arrested, Bragg re- 
plied: 

“T don’t pretend to know the 
intricacies of the law in_ such 
cases. I think it was a rotten fol- 
low up job by the police after the 
raid.” 

The Government's first exhibit, 
an account book of a Cicero gam- 
bling house, allegedly owned by Ca- 
pone, was introduced while T.eslie 
H. Shumway, an employe of the 
gambling house, was on the stand. 
Most of the entries in the account 
book were made by himself and 
Frankie Pope, a Chicago gang char- 
acter, the witness said. Shumway 
testified he had seen Capone in the 
“smoke shop” making bets on 
horse races. He added that the 
two managers had led him to be- 
lieve Capone was their boss. 

Dwight H. Green, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, laid the ground 
work for the Government case 
with an account of the two indict- 
ments of 23 counts against Capone 
and of the various amounts of al- 
leged income and taxes from 1924 
to 1929. 

“The evidence will show,” Green 
said, “that the defendant’s manner 
of doing business, his handling of 
huge sums of money in cash and 
telegraphic money orders, his dis- 
sipation of assets, all were part of 
a scheme to defeat and evade the 
taxes. He had money in plenty, 
but he paid none of it to the Gov- 
ernment.”

Mrs. Wood, sprightly despite 
her years, is only five feet tall. She 
has lived alone for many years. 
Her husband, once publisher of the 
New York Daily News, was a prom- 
inent Democrat. The New York 
Daily News, which Mrs. Wood's 
husband published, had no connec- 
tion with the present New York 
Dally News. 

After Mr. Wood's death, his 
widow managed the paper herself 
by telephone and pneumatic ‘ube.

PROF. KANE INDICTED 
IN DROWNING OF WIFE 


Tennessee U. Educator Ac- 
cused of Holding Her Un- 
der Water at Beach. 


By the Associated Press. 
HAMPTON, Va., Oct. 7.—Elisha 


Kent Kane III, professor of ro- 
mance languages at the University 
of Tennessee, was indicted yester- 


‘day for murder by a grand jury 


investigating the drowning of his 
wife. 

The true bill charged that Kane, 
“with malice aforethought,” held his 
wife, Jenny Graham Kane, under 
the water at Grand View Beach un- 
til she was dead. -Kane is now at 
liberty under $15,000 bond. 

Eleven witnesses wére heard by 
the grand jury. W. H. Graham, 
brother of Mra. Kane, was heard, 
but Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Graham, 
parents of the dead woman, were 
not asked to testify after being 
summoned. 

Mrs. Kane was drowned at a 
lonely spot on Chesapeake Bay 
Sept. 11, and Prof. Kane was ar- 
rested after the funeral two days 
later. 

Coroner George K. Vanderslice 
returned a verdict of premeditated 
murder after an inquest. He made 
public letters to Kane from Mrs. 
Betty H. Dahl of Mount Holly, N. 
J., which he said were an impor- 
tant factor in his verdict. 

Mrs. Dahl has not appeared in 
the case. At the preliminary hear- 
ing for Kane, when he was bound 
over to the grand jury, the defense 
offered no witnesses. 

W. C. Graham later said that the 
letters were known to the Graham 
family and to Mrs. Kane. He said 
they had caused dirs. Kane “great 
unhappiness.” 

Mrs. Graham broke down on the 
stand at the preliminary hearing 
and was withdrawn after a few 
questions. She said that her daugh- 
ter seemed to dread the swimming 
party from which she never re- 
turned. Mr. Graham also testified 
to this effect. 

Kane contends that he made ef- 
forts to save his wife and to resus- 
citate her after bringing her ashore, 

Kane probably will go to trial 
late this month. 

The trial of Kane was set today 
for Dec. 8 by Circuit Judge Ver- 
non C. Spratley.

At the close of yesterday’s hear- 
ing Sheriff Farley strenuously de- 


nied he had made any money from 
alleged gambling activities in his 
political clubhouse. 

It was then that Samuel Sea- 
bury, chief counsel for the com- 
mittee, produced records to show 
that Farley had deposited a total 
of $360,660 in three bank accounts 
since Jan. 1, 1925, Only $63,166 
of that amount came from official 
salaries, the chief counsel] pointed 
out. 

Seabury stated publicly at the 
committee’s hearing today that in 
his opinion Farley’s bank deposits 
proved conclusively that the Sher- 
iff was “grafting.” 

Farley has been Sheriff since 
1930 at $15,000 a year. In the pre- 
ceding years, as Deputy. County 
Clerk, he received first $6500 and 
then $8600 a year. 

Farley said the money deposited 
during that period had been made 
when he was a union business 
agent, before he became a Tam- 
many office holder. He had kept 
the money in a tin box in his home, 
he explained, and in a safe deposit 
vault, later putting it in the bank 
accounts. 

Denies Gambling Charges. 

He said his only income outside 
of his salary since he was elected 
Alderman in 1925 was about $25.,- 
000 he received in real estate brok- 
erage commissions. 

The courtroom was filled with 
Tammany followers, and there was 
lengthy applause whenever the 


sion was when he said: 

“I never maintained a gambling 
joint. I was never inside a gam- 
bling joint. In no way have I or my 
family been connected with a 
gambling raid. Furthermore, I 
wouldn’t be associated with any- 
one connected with a gambling 
joint.” 

“What were your members doing 
in the club at 2 a. m. on May 29, 
1926, when police conducted a 
gambling raid on the place?” the 
Sheriff was asked by Seabury.

They were packing 15,000 
baseball bats.”’ 

“What on earth for?” Seabury 
asked with a smile. 

“For a May day party for the 
children. And they were also pack- 
ing 5000 skip ropes. 

“Any other playthings of such 
an innocent character ?’’ 

“Yes, 15,000 rubber balls.” 

“And were they doing anything 
else?” 

“Yes, fixing some May poles and 
some canopies.”’ 

His Duty to Go Bail. 

Seabury produced a list of the 
28 men arrested in the raid. He 
pointed out that the Sheriff had 
gone bail for all of them and that 
the list included at least. ,three 
professional gamblers and one ex- 
convict. The Sheriff said it was 
his duty to go bail for any one ar- 
rested in his clubhouse. 

“There is evidence here,” Sea- 
bury said, “that two murders teok 
place in the Perry Political Club. 
If that happened in your club 
would you feel it your duty to bail 
the murderers?” 

Objections from Democratic 
members of the committee pre- 
vented the witness from making a 
direct answer, although he said 
that regardless of the offense or 
the person committing it, it was 
his duty-as Democratic leader to go 
bail for hia constituents. — 

The Sheriff, who had signed a 
waiver of immunity after a long 
argument which followed his de- 
fiance of the committee by refus- 
ing to te.‘‘fy in private, was re- 
minded of what previous witnesses 
had said. 

Says Revolver Was Planted. 

He was told that various police

Attacks Police in Negro 
Section. 


By the Associated Press. o 
CLEVELAND, Oct. 7.—A second 


man died today as the result of 
rioting last night which police said 
was started by a communistic dem- 
onstration against the eviction af a 
Negro family. 

John Grayford, 64 years old, a 


Negro, died a few hours after an- 
other Negro, tentatively :identified 
as Edward D. Jackson, was shot to 
death, and two other rioters and 
two policemen were injured, 

The outbreak—the second led by 
Communists here in the last two 
nights—began when three police- 
men went to see why a mob of 300 
had collected in front of the house 
where the family had been evicted 
earlier in the day. 

As a woman shouted, “All right, 
let’s go,” the crowd surged around 
the policemen, they said, and at- 
tacked them. 

In the following struggle, two 
Negroes were fatally shot, two oth- 
ers were wounded, Lieut. Owen E. 
McAdams was injured and Patrol- 
man Walter Wingate was beaten 
on the head with clubs. 

Lieut. McAdams, leader of the 
police squad, was pulled down 
from behind, he said, was, shot by 
his own pistol as he grappled with 
his assailants. Patrolman Arthur 
Bockhousen, the third member of 
the squad, and McAdams opened 
fire. 

A hundred police were rushed 
into the: Negro section, and dis- 
persed the crowd. 


CHANGES IN BANKRUPTCY LAW 
TO BE PROPOSED TO CONGRESS 


Thacher Report Favors Probation 
Period for Benefit of 
Creditors. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Radical 


changes in the bankruptcy act will 


be proposed to Congress by the 
Justice Department this winter. 

A study conducted at the request 
of President Hoover has convinced 
the department that the present 
law has “failed to achieve its cen- 
tral purposes.”’ 

A report submitted to Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes by Solicitor-General 
held 
| “the law should discourage reck- 
— extravagance, gambling 
and other unconscionable dissipa- 
tion of assets, by giving the courts 
in such cases discretion to suspend 
discharges for probationary peri- 
ods, during which time acquired 
property and income, less allow- 
ances for living necessities, would 
be distributed to creditors.”’ 

New proceeding to relieve 
debtors without going through 
bankruptcy by assigning their 
property to creditors under protec- 
tion of law, are to be recommend- 
ed. Thacher proposed that wage 
earners be given law-supervised 
opportunity to amortize debts out 
of earnings without garnishment or 
attachment. Similar aid to reor- 
ganize corporations was suggested.

Assessor Says Board of Trade 
Group Should Pay $250,000 
in Taxes, 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—Members of 


the Chicago Board of Trade will 
be ordered to pay personal prop- 
erty taxes on their memberships, 
County Assessor Conroy said today. 
The 1550 brokers own member- 
ships valued at $7000 each, or a 
total of $10,850,000, Conroy said. 
They should pay $250,000 in tax- 
es on an assessable value of $4,- 
014,500, he added. 

Chicago Stock Exchange mem- 
bers will be assessed arbitrarily, 
he said. Pawnbrokers will be as- 
sessed for taxes on personal prop- 
erty they hold. 

Owners of 75,000 tank cars val- 
ued at $60,000,000 were told yes- 
terday to show cause why they 
should not be assessed under the 
personal property law. Attorneys 
for two firms said the cars should 
be exempt because they were used 
tn interstate commerce.

Leaders Induce Alcala Zamora, Stung by 


Criticism, to Hold on Awhile—Crisis 
-Impends on Religious Issues. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Oct. 7.—President 
Niceto Alcala Zamora presented his 
resignation to the National Assem- 
bly last night, but withdrew it 
shortly afterward. 

In presenting his resigna- 
tion he said he was moved 
by criticism of his administra- 
tion by a Deputy who is also 
a member of the committee on 
Spain’s proposed new  Constitu- 
tion. The criticism, Alcala Zamora 
said, “‘made it clear’ that he was 
serving as President “without the 
approval of the party.” Socialists 
and Radical Socialists, he added, 
seemed to have no confidence in 
him. 

Party leaders immediately asked 
the President to reconsider his de- 
cision. He agreed to continue in 
his post until the work of the as- 
sembly on the new Constitution is 
farther advanced. 


} “I wish to resign,” he said, “but 


the difficulty of forming a new 
Government now makes it imper- 
ative for me to continue indefinite- 
ly. However, the hour has arrived 
when you gentlemen must begin to 
think of my successor.” 

The assembly adjourned immedi- 
ately. 

Alcala Zamora’s attempt to re- 
sign was regarded as presaging the 
most critical period for the pro- 
visional Government in view of im- 
pending debate over religious 
clauses in the Constitution. The 
Cabinet was said to be divided over 
questions of religious freedom, 
family life and education, all of 
which are included in the scope of 
the projected Constitution, and Al- 
cala Zamora is said to have lost 
prestige among his colleagues. His 
retirement has frequently been 
predicted in favor of Foreign Min- 


ister Allejandro Lerroux. 


JOBLESS MOB FIGHTS 
PULIGE IN’ ENGLAND 


Crowd Tries Gandhi’s Passive 
Resistance Idea Until Horse- 


men Charge. 


By the Associated Press. 
MANCHESTER, England, Oct. 7 


—Taking a suggestion from Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, several hundred 
jobless men and women sat on 
their haunches in the middle of a 
street here today and refused to 


move until mounted police charged, 
swinging their clubs. 

Their passive resistance flared 
into action quickly after that and 
in a fight which lasted half an 
(hour they bombarded the police 
with bricks, broke one policeman’s 
leg and carried away several of 
their own number, one of them a 
woman, who had been hurt. 
There was to have been an open 
air mass meeting, but the police 
had ordered that it could not take 
place. Defying the order, the crowd 
gathered in a public square and re- 
fused to move on until the mount- 
ed men galloped up. 

A stream of water from a fire- 
man’s hose finally dispersed the 
crowd. After that police arrested 
the alleged leaders of the attack. 


BIG GAIN IN PROSECUTIONS 
UNDER NATIONAL BANKING LAW 


Criminal Cases Nearly Doubled 
During the Fiscal Year 

Ending June 30. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Federal 
Criminal prosecutions for national] 
banking law violations nearly dou- 
bled during the fiscal wear ending 
June 30. 

The Justice Department says “A 
great variety of cases arose under 
violations of the national, Federal 
reserve and farm loan acts. 
“There was a material increase 
in the numter of criminal national 
banking cases, which increased 
from 216 in the previous year to 
427. 

“Cases arising under the Federal 
reserve act totaled 34 with 32 dis- 
posed of and under the Federal 
farm loan act 14 cases were insti- 
tuted and 18 terminated.” 

The Government instituted 178 
criminal cases under the bankrupt- 
cy act, disposing of 197 with a rec- 
ord of 108 convictions and 87 pleas 
of guilty. 

Other records of criminal law 
enforcement included: 
Immigration laws: 
begun;*6055 terminated. 

Postal laws: 1830 cases begun; 
2098 terminated. 

Anti-narcotic law: 2674 
begun; 2944 terminated.

GANDHI GETS RESTLESS 
AT PARLEY IN LONDON 


Has Desire to Go Home, but 
Thinks He’ll Stay Until Af- 
ter British Election. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 7.—Although he 


appreciates that the forthcoming 
general election and Britain’s fi- 
nancial difficulties have necessarily 
made the Indian question a sec- 
ondary issue, Mahatma Gandhi is 


becoming restless. 

“T have been in England nearly a 
month now,” he said yesterday, 
“and I have accomplished nothing 
except to become acquainted with 
England’s poor and unemployed. 

“If, however, the government 
will give me certain pledges re- 
specting its future line of action in 
handling the Indian issue I am 
willing to remain: here until after 
the election on Oct. 27- I am not 
one to strike his opponent while he 
is down, 

“England must be given a 
chance to regain its feet but at the 
same time the Indian question can 
not go unsolved indefinitely. 

“When I return to India, which 
I hope will be before the snow 
flies in England, I must have some- 
thing tangible to offer my people 
in the way of independence. Oth- 
erwise we must renew the fight 
against our masters, which. God 
forbid, because if the struggle is 
revived I fear Indians not only 
will be fighting Englishmen but 
one Indian community will be pit- 
ted against another in racial strife. 
That is one reason we must settle 
this communal problem once for 
all.” 

Prime Minister MacDonald said 
the general election would not in- 
terfere with the Indian round-ta- 
ble conference and that the Gov- 
ernment would purste its intention 
to settle the Indian problem before 
the year is over. 

Gandhi accepted an invitation to 
participate in a debate at Orx- 
ford, Oct. 24. 

Gandhi said at a meeting of the 
friends of India Society that he 
was encountering “interminable 
obstacles” at the round table con- 
ference. 

The British press, he said, is 
carrying on “a horrible campaign 
of misrepresentation”’ against him, 
and this he added, was making the 
work doubly difficult. 


ORLANDO PAYS VISIT TO U. S. 


Wartime Premier of Italy Predicts 
Bright Future for America, 
By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Vittorio 
Emanuele Orlando, who as war- 
time Premier of Italy aided in ef- 
fecting the Versailles peace treaty, 
predicted yesterday for America 
“the greatest and surest promise of 
the future.” 

Orlando, here to visit relatives 
and to tour the country briefly, 
said in a statement, “the sentiment 
of the American people agrees per- 
fectly with that of the Italian peo- 
ple. “They both long for peace 
with utmost sincerity and therefore 
they also desire to promote the 
necessary way leading to peace, 
disarmament.”

Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh made 
arrangements to sail tomorrow for 


Nagasaki, Japan, on the steamer 
Shanghai Maru. They will go to 
Yokohama by rail and then sail 
Saturday on the liner President 
Jefferson for Seattle, where they 
will arrive Oct. 20. 

Their damaged airplane re- 
mained aboard the British aircraft 
carrier Hermes, which brought the 
Lindberghs here from Hankow yes- 
terday. The plane was damaged at 
Hankow last week when it cap- 
sized after being lowered from the 
Hermes preparatory to a flood 
survey flight for the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. Col. and Mrs, Lindbergh 
were thrown into the river, but 
were picked up by a launch. 

The plane probably will be 
turned over to China Airways, Inc., 
for shipment to the Lockheed fac- 
tory at Los Angeles. 

It was definitely established that 
neither the crew of the Hermes 
nor the apparatus of the aircraft 
carrier could be blamed for the 
accident. The plane capsized as 
Lindbergh started to swing it about 
when it was caught by a current 
and before it had been released 
from the lowering cable. The plane 
was not equipped to release itself 
automatically from the cable. 

Many of China’s leaders have 
sent Mrs. Lindbergh messages of 
condolence on the death of her 
father.

ITH the Post-Dispatch’s efforts to

(3) An anemic press which 
does not publish the news.

TAXES AND THE FEDERAL DEFICIT. 
The receipts of the Federal Government for the 
first quarter of the new fiscal year, just ended, were 
$588,000,000, as compared with $832,000,000 for the 
same period last year, a decline of $244,000,000. The 
great bulk of this loss is attributable to a decline of 
$241,000,000 in collections from the Federal income 


| tax during the past\three months. At the same time, 


expenditures, as a result of Federal construction 
work and the activities of the Farm Board, were 
boosted to $969,000,000, 4 figure nearly $200,000,000 
larger than the one recorded a year ago. As a@ cOn- 
sequence, the Treasury completed the quarter with 
an additional deficit of nearly $400,000,000.. At this 
rate, it is likely that the end of the present fiscal 
year will leave us with a deficit of a billion and a 
half, which, added to last year’s billion-dollar deficit, 
will put the National Government in the red to the 
extent of $2,500,000,000 by June 30, 1932. 

In the face of this disquieting situation comes the 
report from Wasltington that the administration will 
oppose increases in taxation at the coming session 
of Congress, relying upon stringent economy in an 
effort to balance the budget. But it is inconceivable 
that reductions in~expenditures, desirable as they 
may be, can be carried far enough to make ends 
meet. Even though departmental appropriations may 
be slashed heroically, the resulting savings will be 
but a drop in the bucket of the deficit. It is under- 
standable that the administration should hesitate to 
enter the coming national campaign with substantial 
increases in taxation charged against it. But the 
urgency of the situation demands that considerations 
of political expediency give way to those of sound 
finance. 

We can avoid increased taxation only if we are 
willing to add billions of dollars to the total of our 
national debt. It is altogether likely that our situa- 
tion will be even more serious next year than this. 
And this is true even though business activity may 
pick up in the meantime. For taxes collected in 1932 
will be based on the low incomes of 1931, and, if 
levied at existing rates, will return a low yield. 

Our income will be further reduced by the mora- 
torium on inter-governmental debts, which it seems 
probable we shall find it necessary to extend beyond 
the one year already contemplated. At the same 
time, essential Federal services must be maintained, 
bonus advances made, interest paid on increased in- 
debtedness and our financial soundness s0 preserved 
that we may be able to cope with the unforeseen 
emergencies of the future. There is no good reason 
why a stable government should borrow large sums 
of money for the purpose of meeting its ordinary ex- 
penditures in times of peace. 

The real issue, then, is not between borrowing and 
taxing. Taxes must be increased. The only question 
is, who will pay them? That is the question which 
the new Congress will face when it convenes in De- 
cember. Various proposals will be made which will 
have as their purpose the imposition of the increased 
burden tipon the middle. and lower classes, upon those 
who are economically least able to bear it. The 
Treasury has already hinted at a reduction in in- 
come tax exemptions; various officials have argued 
for the elimination of the tax on capital gains; and 
Senator Reed has declared himself for the enactment 
of a Federal tax on retail sales. To the alternative 
of de-Mellonizing our Federa] tax system by increas- 
ing surtax rates on large incomes and the rates on 
large estates which pass at death, there will be the 
bitterest sort of opposition. 

President Hoover has already announced, in his 
speech before the American Legion at Detroit, that 
“the rich can be taxed to the point of diminishing 
returns and still the deficit would not be covered.” 
The average man must be on the alert this winter 
if he does not wish to find saddled upon him an un- 
fairly large share of the cost of maintaining Federal 
activities during the depression. 
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THEN COME PERFECT DAYS. 

It was Lowell who placed the perfect days in June, 
and as a poet he should have known better.

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A PRISON.HONOR SYSTEM TESTED. 

The Delaware State prison at Wilmington has long 
been praised by penologists as a model, where the 
honor system has been carried to full development. 
When the Wickersham Commission reported on 
American prisons and declared against ruthless 
methods, commentators offered the Delaware plan as 
an example of what could be done. Six unarmed 
guards, with never more than three on duty at a 
time, supervised 600 prisoners. There had been no 
outbreaks there, and the prison had a record of 8} 
per cent reform over a nine-year period. 

Last month, however, prisoners blew the lock from 
a door and shot a guard, resulting in the escape of 
13 men. It may have seemed that Delaware's good 
record was spoiled, and that considerate treatment of 
prisoners had failed. But Delaware will not aban- 
don her plan. Most of the prisoners were recaptured 
within a few days, and the others, 97 per cent of the 
inmates, took no part in the disturbance. The guard 
will be strengthened and ether changes made, but 
the honor system will not be given up. In any 
community of 600 there will be some anti-social char- 
acters whose warped motives do not respond to 
reason. In a prison, such men are an obstacle to the 
honor system, but not an insuperable one. Delaware 


now realizes the need of special precautions with 
‘sucit prisoners, but there is no need to discontinue

the methods that havé been so successful with the 
great. majority of the State’s charges for almost a 
decade.

SOUNDING BRASS. 

Silas H. Strawn, president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, in addressing the Pan-Ameri- 
can Commercial Conference in Washington yester- 
day, advised the South and Central American repub- 
lics to adopt a flexible system of tariff similar to 
ours. This counsel was tendered on the assumption, 
presumably, that his audience was not familiar with 
the record of our so-called tariff flexibility. But if 
not possessed of this information, those “other Amer- 
icans,” as someone. has fraternally galled them, can 
easily get it. It:is not exactly a blank page, but there 
is not an item of commercial consequence among the 
entries. : 

Under Mr. Coolidge, the Tariff Commission was re 
duced to a partisan political board whose one recom- 
mendation of moment, a reduction in the sugar rate, 
died in a pigeon hole of the executive’s desk. The 
greater regulatory powers vested in the President by 
the present tariff act have not as yet been exercised 
to any purpose. The Hawley-Smoot abominations 
which Mr. Hoover's expanded flexibility provision 
was to correct are all in full bloom. 

Fiexibility is a contrivance for which an excellent 
sales talk can be made, when a tariff bill is before 
Congress, and Mr. Hoover was at his promotional 
best in the prospectus he prepared for the improved 
device during the pendency of the Hawley-Smoot 
bill. ‘But the device, so far as our experience goes, 
does not work. If Mr. Strawn were required to cite 
one instance where an objectionable rate had been 
corrected by the adjustability attachment to our tariff 
system, he simply could not do it. When he describes 
it, as he did, as “the most beneficial feature of our 
tariff policy,” he is employing the superlative of the 
stump speech. 

A stump speech, under the license of campaign ora- 
tory, may be permissible, but the rostrum of an in- 
ternational conference striving to disentangle the 
commercial problems of a troubled world is not the 
place, we submit, for sounding brass. 
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THE WORD FROM WISCONSIN. 

Mr. Hoover has raised another political blister on 
the finger of his pitching hand. It happened in the 
First Wisconsin District. The administration candi- 
date for the nomination for Congress was defeated 
by the anti-Hoover, Progressive Republican, Thomas 
R. Amlie. This district, long represented by the 
late Henry Allen Cooper, is normally a conservative 
stronghold, but normalcy isn’t hitting the ball much 
this season; in fact, it is in a protracted batting 
slump. Moreover, Mr. Amlie is for modification of 
the Volstead act, which leaves the camel mingling 
its tears with the elephant’s. It may be observed, 
also, that there have been two contests since Mr. 
Coolidge blew his blast for party regularity in a 
weekly magazine—the election in the Seventh Mis- 
souri and the First Wisconsin primary. It looks as 
if a more persuasive saxophone than Calvin's will 
have to do the crooning. 
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OKLAHOMA CITY’S “SOLUTION.” 

Oklahoma City used its police force to “solve” the 
unemployment problem, but the problem would not 
stay solved. Kar] Pretshold tells about it in the cur- 
rent Nation. It seems that many jobless men had 
taken refuge in the river bottoms, where they were 
fed last winter by the Veterans of Foreign Wars. A 
new Poliee Chief came into office and instituted a 
policy of arresting the unemployed as vagrants. This 
cruel policy invoked the wrath of Gov. Murray and 
of Walter Harrison, editor of the Oklahoma City 
Times. Murray said he would pardon any persons 
arrested for vagrancy. Carl Magee, editor of the Okla- 
homa News, and supposedly a liberal, denounced 
Murray and Harrison and defended the city admin- 
istration his paper had helped to elect. 

The fight was on, and the vagrancy campaign re- 
sulted in ludicrous injustice. For instance, a night 
watchman was arrested as a vagrant while on his 
way to work. He had money in his pocket and in 
the bank, but was nevertheless detained for 23 hours 
and fined, losing his job as a sequel. Finally, the 
Health Department descended upon the bottoms and 
evicted its inhabitants on the ground of “insanitary 
living conditions.” The theory that clearing the riy- 
er bank settlement would solve the unemployed prob- 
lem was rudely shattered in a new census of the un- 
employed. During the first three days, 7500 men reg- 
istered in a city of 185,000. Editor Harrison thinks 
there must be 10,000 to 12,000 out of work, which 
means that 25,000 persons need assistance. 

Oklahoma City faces a gtim reality that cannot be 
dispelled by night sticks of police or eviction orders 
of the Health Department. To use such cruel means 
of harassing jobless men only aggravates the situa- 
tion. Nearly every city in the country has a similar 
problem, and it must be faced generously, humanely 
and manfully by those more fértunately situated. 
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THE SERIES AS OF NOW. 

By their victory yesterday, the Athletics overtook 
the soaring Cardinals, and statistically the teams are 
all square, each having won and lost two games.

In accordance 
with custom the Mysterious Visitors 
then proceeded to cull from the 
Yast bouquet of beauty before them 
the choicest flowers and positions 
were taken for the lancers. The 
Veiled Prophet bestowed upon Miss 
Virginia Joy the honor of opening 
the festivities with him.” 


After all these years the first 


‘woman credited by the press with 


that distinction recalls the shock 
she sustained when riding down- 
town on the cable car next morn- 
ing she beheld her name, Virginia 
Joy. blazoned forth in a headline. 

She became the wife of Dr. 
James T. Whittaker of Cincinnati 
and as his widow for many years 
has divided her time between this 
country and Europe. Now she has 
come to stay a week with her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Alvin B. Goodbar, 3953 
Westminster place, having timed 
her visit so as to revisit the scene 
of her first social triumph. 

“y was still a school girl at the 
Episcopal Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd on Lafayette avenue 
when a beau of mine from Little 
Rock came on for a visit and invit- 
ed me to go to the ball,” she relat- 
ed.

Down Washington avenue the 
crowds were densest. Lawns of 
residences on the north side of the 
stréet east of Twelfth that 
been so prettily decorated and re- 
served by private residents for the 
entertainment of their guests, were 
invaded and overrun by the mob. 
Business houses were festooned 
with Japanese lanterns and a cal- 
cium light on the Lindell Hotel 
shed such a bright white light as 
to give the impression the build- 
ing was on fire. Store windows 
were rented for $5 and even $10 as 
reviewing stands. Trinity Church 
had a facing of humanity, clinging 
to delicate towers and stone work. 
A tunnel, ventilator occupying the 
middle of the street at Eighth 
caused serious congestion. “Cries of 
women and children were heard 
and there was the awful sugges- 
tion of tragedy. Several] times mén 
in the crowd, after being forced 
back, took occasion to rap the 
horse of a passing policeman with 
a cane.” The reporter who tried 
to ascertain whether anybody had 
been seriously hurt in the crush 
found “several ladies had fainted, 
more were completely exhausted 
and untold numbers of feet had 
been bruised.” 


GRAND fireworks display in 
Aue square at the west end of 

“the bridge” was the goal of 
massed humanity and here the 
Prophet and his Krewe escaped 
and made their way to the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange building on Third 
street, where the ball was held. 


“At 10 o’clock,” according to the 
contemporary report, “a surging 
crowd moved along the broad stair- 
ways and through the wide doors, 
filling the immense reading rooms 
and libraries which for the time 
hag been converted into elegant 
dressing rooms. Nothi#e: was lack- 
ing in these apartments that the 
most exigent belle could require; 
mirrored dressing cases with every 
toilet article conceivable to vanity; 
truly the Veiled Prophets were

In the ballroom, “for the nonce” 
grave and reverend seigniors had 
thrown away all care and every 
manly face Weamed with gaiety. 
These doughty men were off

heath” although many of them 
seemed mightily masquerading. 
Scarce to be recognized were many 
of them in regimental suits and 
military buttons. The glitter of 
gold and silver epaulettes, stars and 
straps on head, 
breasts over which the blue or 
gray was tightly buttoned, gave a 
distinguished appearance to many 
familiar forms, The artillerymen 
in their suits of blue with gorgeous 
trappings of scariet and gold, gave 
another bright touch to the courtly 
scene, 


The central motif of the decora- 
tions, it seems was a fountain 
arched over with a pavilion of 
Turkish design covered with nat- 
ural flowers and foliage. An or- 
gan “of which &8t. Louis is justly 
proud” was included in the scheme. 
Tilumination was by means of gas 
jets, but there were also decorative 
strings of electric lights. 

Guests passed the time before 
the arrival of the maskers dancing, 
and were with difficulty cleared 
from the floor at the entrance of 
the procession. 

Maids and matrons who came 
merely to look on without joining 
in the dance were seated on a dais. 
“This contributed greatly to the 
diversity of the rich toilets, great 
numbers appearing in elegant car- 
riage costumes and evening bon- 
nets.”

Varicose Veins . 
RAVITY may be the force that 
(J cere man from flying off the 
face of the earth into empty 
Space, but it is also his ever prese- 
ent taskmaster, and his nemesis. 

Should he chance to lose his bale 

ance even for the fraction of a 
second, gravity will bring him down 
to the dust, sometimes with disas- 
trous results, 
Every time man’s heart beats, it 
strains against gravity in order to 
rorce blood to the head and neck 
and to draw blood from the lower 
parts of the body. 

Gravity contributes to the dila- 
tation of veins, or in other words to 
the formation of varicose veins. 

Of course gravity is not the only 
factor, or else eta yioeed would have 
varicose veins, 

But still gravity is an important 
force, for one very seldom sees 
varicose veins on the arms, while 
on the legs they are very common. 

The veins, as is well known, are 
the vessels that convey the blood 
back to the heart. Unlike the arte- 
ries they are thin and fairly soft- 
walled tubes. 

The veins of the extremities are 
provided with valves which allow 
blood to flow only in the direction 
of the heart. 

When for various reasons the 
pressure on the blood becomes 
greater than the veins can with- 
Stand, they give way and dilate. 

This condition may result from 
interference with the back flow of 
the blood, arising from, say, tight 
garters, the abnormal pressure of 
organs or tumors on some of the 
larger veins inside the body or the 
suction action of the heart, and the 
breathing movement may become 
weakened. 

When the veins become dilated 
and tortuous, there is a stasis or 
slowing up of the circulation of the 
blood in the affected part. 

In the more serious forma of this 
condition, the surrounding tissues 
become water logged, and there is 
a tendency for the vein to become 
ulcerated.
